YOKOHAMA AND HONGKONG. 


_ The inconvenience that would be caused 
by the withdrawal of this mail service is set 
forth in the following arguments used by. 
tke subscribers to the letter to which we 


referred yesterday i— 


. Tbe only mails for Japan. which oan be 
relied -on -for-regularity’ of despatch from 
‘London on fixed dates, in conacontive weeks, 
and for regularity of departure from Yoko- 
hama in the same manner, are the M. M. 
Co.’s ond the P. & O. Co,’s. ; 

Deprived of the P. & 0. Co., the com- 
munication is virtually reduced to a fort- 
nightly regular one, inasmuch as the mails 
vid America do not leave or arrive on re- 
gular dates between the two French mails, 
and therefore the receipt and dospatch of 
the mails are often simultaneous. : 

A fortnightly mail service would not meet 
the requirements of trade, 

For homeward mails the American route is 
undoubtedly the beat, on account of its being 

o-much-more-expeditious, ‘his- 
way that the bulk of the correspondence 
with Europe is forwarded, the French snd 
English lines being much less availed of for. 
mail matter. homewards, although their 
regularity of departure ensufea for them 
some consideration. “But the reverse isthe 
case outwards, There being no arrange- 
ment for the unbroken connection of mails 
from Europe vid America, and there being 
no fixed dates of departure from San 
Francisto, correspondents in Europe do not 
know, when to post, and generally do so 
earlier than is necessary, to make certain of 
catching a sleamer at San Francisco, The 
letters that way outwards are therefore 
mostly duplicates, which do not, as many 
persona believe, anticipate the originals. 
A little reflection will show ‘that as the 
departures from London,.on the old route, 
ate on fixed days of the week, and are 
therefore constantly changing thelr monthly 
dates, the anticipation by duplicates of the 
originals can ouly happen rarely, df both 
are mailed en the same day in London, 
either ifthe —dispate francisco” 
bo on fixed days of: the month or on 
irregular dates, and is therefore a mera 
matter of-chance.
